THE BONUS SHOULD BE PAID 

One proper way In which the Dominion 
Government can exercise the unlimited 
power given to it to spend money for the 
relief of unemployed persons and _ hard- 
farmers is to extend the wheat 


pressed ; 
bonus to the British Columbia section of 
the Peace River district. 

The wheat bonus act provides that a 
bonus of five cents per bushel shall be paid 
on all wheat grown in the provinces of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba, that 
is sold through the regular channels. That 
limitation leaves the British Columbia part 
of the Peace River territory outside the 
prescribed area, 

If the wheat growers on the Alberta 
side of the line in Peace River need the 
bonus, and they do, the growers on the 
British Columbia side of the line, who are 
still further removed from markets, need 
it equally as much, if not more really. Why 
they were left out of the calculation has 
not been explained and is impossible to 
conjecture, 

But that need not matter, since parlia- 
ment has given the Ministers power to 
remedy the omission if they see fit to do 
so. By broadly interpreting the authority 
given them, as they have a right to do and 
will in any case have to do, they can pay 
the bonus to the growers in that part of 
the prairie wheat belt also, and should do 
it, 

ACTION, NOT PLATITUBDES, WANTED 

Daniel Willard, president of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, says: 

*T can think of nothing more deplor- 
able than the condition of a man able and 
anxious to work, but unable to secure 
work. ... While I do not like to say so... 
I would steal before I would starve.” 

Coming from ap industrial leader, this 
frank statement is encouraging. 

Men that face facts like this instead 
of uttering optimistic platitudes will be 
the ones who will pull the nations out of 
the slump. A little over a year ago Presi- 
dent Hoover in the United States predicted 
that the depression would end in sixty 
days 

Of course that didn’t help 

There are those who say, ‘‘We can end 
the depression by not talking about it.” As 
a matter of fact, it has been generally ad- 
mitted that the depression was under way 
for three months before anyone was talk- 
ing about it—before the first stock crash. 

Daniel Willard does not underestimate 
the evil of unemployment. His mind should 
he to suggested remedies. He sym- 
pathizes with the unemployed man and 
hence will not waste time figuring out 
means of punishing him for stealing in- 
stead of planning means to relieve his 
desperation 

We have had enough of wordy optim-

What we need is more industria! lead- 
ers who will face facts. Facing the facts,

industry as a whole, 
We save our teeth because we read 


of the benefits of using a tooth brush. We 
play healthful sports because we 
sporting equipment advertised and 
recommended. We furnish our homes 
attractively because we see attractive 
furniture advertised. We are educated 
how to live more fully by advertising. And 
creating demands means that more men 
and women have jobs. 

Just now, in a period of depression, 
there is buying caution. People are saving 
their money, in some cases because they 
aren't working and earning more, in 
others because of the fear of losing their 
jobs, in still others because they do not 
understand ; 

It would seem, regarding the matter 
from an unbiased viewpoint, that, since 
the average citizen reaps the greatest 
benefits, he should buy from the concerns 
which advertise. He should understand 
that it is one way whereby he can help 
prosperity to return 

And wise executives, realizing that 
advertising does pay in more ways than 
one, should insist on volume advertising. 
It means business for them. It means 
more work for employes. It 
are contributing something 
return of prosperity.

goitre, since this disease is present in 
the female sex about six times as fre- 
quently as the male; both sexes pre- 
sumably consume about the same 
amount of fodine. The fact that goitre 
is very prevalent in Switzerland and 
other riountainous districts where peo- 
ple do not obtain much fodine in their 
drinking water or food has frequently 
been used to prove the iodine defi- 
cleney theory. However, along the 
Jersey coast and in many parts of Ja 
pan, where fodine is plentiful in both 
food and drinking water, goltre is fre- 
quently found 

There is no doubt but that fodine 
is an important element necessary to 
the normal functioning of the thyroid 
gland. ‘The proper amount of iodine 
is found to be lacking in all forms 
of simple goitre, In my opinion, thi 
is ordinarily not because the patient 
does not use enough foods containing 
iodine, but because he uses too many 
other foods, which cither destroy or 
interfere with the action of the todine 
in the thyroid, or he may have a toxic 
condition, which prevents the proper 
absorption of the lodine from the food

Royalties for disposal of petroleum 
and natural gas rights in school lands 
shall be five per cent of the output 
of the well for four years from Jan 
31, 1931 and for five years thereafter 
shall be 10 per cent 

The royalty on natural accumula- 
tions of soluble mineral salts shall be 
15 cents per ton of 2,000 pounds ship- | 
ping weight as determined by trans- | 
portation returns |

Meyer, who had slept for a couple of 
hours during the night, was prepared | 
to die. On Sunday he told hig spirit- 
ual adviser, Major Habkirk, of the 
Salvation Army, that he was ready to 
pay the penalty for his crime, and on 
Saturday night he had thanked the 
warden and jail officials for their 
kindness to him 

This morning he woke early and 
asked again for Major Habkirk. While 
the Salvation Army officer talked 
with him he ate a breakfast consisting 
of two eggs, toast and coffee, and then 
picking up a hymn book he = asked 
Major Habkirk to sing a hymn with 
him “My Jesus I Love Thee” was 
the hymn the condemned man chose 
and he was singing this quietly with 
Major Habkirk when the knock on 
the door told of the arrival of Ellis 
and his assistants. With a little smile 
at Major Habkirk he sprang to his 
feet, and after another swift hand- 
shake and thank you to the Salvation 
Army officer, he took his place in the 
grim little procession which marched 
to the gallows. In a few swift word 
of German he muttered a little prayer 
and three minutes later was dangling 
at the end of the tautened rope 
USUAL VERDICT 

Sheriff John Rae and a coroner's 
jury afterwards viewed the body and 
brought tn the usual verdict that 
Meyer had met his death as prescribed 
by law 

“I haw been the unhappy witness 
of four executions since taking up my 
duties, and this was the most satis- 
factory of them all,” said Major Hab- 
kirk later “Everything was done in 
the most kind and humane way pos- 
sible, and Meyer himself gave no 
trouble at all, meeting his end calmly 
and in good heart,” 

Meyer, whose right name is sald to 
be Ludwig Mayer came to Canada 
from Vilna, in Russia, in 1911, He 
had worked for various farmers in the 
New Sarepta district for some years 
and for a time worked for Gerring 
the man for whose slaying he was} 
executed. Gerring was married to a 
woman much younger than himself 
and Meyer in his defence admitted 
that he was in love with Mrs. Gerring 
and that the husband's treatment of 
her was the reason for the shooting 

Meyer met Gerring at the gate to 
the latter's farm at 7:30 p.m. on the!
